HOLLEMAN COMMENTS 

Holleman told newsmen he had 
no idea who could have set off 
the explosion although he said 
that, due to a district attorney’s 
occupation as a prosecutor of 
criminals “it could have been a 
lot of people.” 

Holleman .said the airplane, a 
four-passenger Cessna 182, had 
been parked in the shed since 
last Saturday when he returned 
from a flight to Jackson. 

He said he had considered using 
the craft to fly to his fishing 
camp near Vancleave but decided 
at the last moment to make the 
trip with his family by automo- 
bile. 

Stone County Prosecutor Roy 
Itrickland of Wiggins, a close 
friend of Holleman, said the dis- 
trict attorney had told him earlier 
he might fly to New York City 
over the weekend to attend a 
baseball game there.
